The AA gun emplacements at the western edge of the field were guarded 
by soldiers wearing red- bordered black epaulets, and occupied by 4 x 3? -mm 
AA guns* About 500 meters east of the railroad station there were a 
vacated M gun emplacement and unoccupied bunkers.

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Mo change was observed at the unguarded tent camp* about 700 meters east oi 
the railroad station* Hear the camp were 4 rollers, 6 tractors and 8. plows* 
as well as shovels, pick axes and spare handles, A van-like truck and two 
trucks were parked near the antenna mast with a cone-shaped bracing xooa^d 
about 250 meters east of the railroad siding to Klttsee (P 49/? 98) o A 
van-like truck was also observed near the antdnna mast with a cone-shaped 
bracing about 2 km east of this same junction* 

Between 8 a*m. and 2:30 p„m* on 30 June, 18 MiG-158 and 2 single-engine 
planes with radial engines were observed at the field* Thera was a 4/10 
overcast at an altitude of about 3*000 meters* a northeasterly wind of
